The idea of an Agricultural Ex- 
hibition waa firat suggested by 
WE. the Governor (Sir Cecil 
Clementi) and the Rev. H. R. Wells, 
0.B.E, in the latter part -of 1926, 
and on January 16, 1927 a meeting 
was held at the office of the Dis- 
trict Officer, Talpo, under the chair. 
manship of Mr. J. A. Fraser, when 
the matter waa considered in all 
its bearings. At the time, diseus- 
alon concentrated particularly upon 
the possibilities of ‘holding an An- 
nual Show. 


_Among tho earliest supporters 
were Sir Robert Ho Tung, Lady Ho

of war the Vickers’ estatlishments 
were gemploying 16,000 hands. 
+ During the war, when all yards 
wand factories were working up to 
,cupacity, the firm employed 35,000 
people, including approximately 
_ 10,000 women, In the post-war 
slump the’ Barrow staff declined to 
5,000. . Owing to recent orders 
from domestic and foreign sources, 
the number rose to 13,400 last sum- 
mer. It has now dropped to 
11,600, and will continue at this 
figure throughout the winter, but 
unless more naval contracts are 
forthcoming in the spring it will be, 
difficult to maintain it. for long. 

In the summer of 1914 99 per 
cent. of the employees of this firm 
in Barrow were enguged in the 
construction of warships and 
armaments, Shortly after the war 
armament work dropped to zero. 
To-day 75 per cent.. are employed 
on armaments and warships, and 
the balance on commercial work and 
industrial engineering. The locality 
has been fortunate in securing 
foreign orders, including sub- 
marines and a depot ship for the 
Chilean Navy, :and an armoured 
gunboat for Siam. 

Contracts from ‘Abroad 

A truth often overlooked is that 
foreign naval contracts gravitate 
automatically towards those yards 
and arsenals which are kept busy 
by thelr own Governments, But 
for the ~ series of  muignificent 
cruisers, destroyers, ‘and subs. 
marines which our yards have been’ 
turning out for the Admiralty since 
the war, they would probably not 
shave booked the valuable orders for 


warships and naval material from |. 


abroad which have helped in’ recent 
years to tide over a difficult period. 
‘But welcome as is this foreign 
‘work, it represents only a trickle 
compared with the flood of per-war 
contracts from abroad, In 1914 
our yards were' building for foreign 
Governments four great super: 
Dreadnoughts. and several other 
armoured ships, as well as cruisers 
destroyers, submarines, guna’ and 
armour plate. 

Facts and figures such aa these | 
are striking enough, but they do 
not sink into the imagination until 
one has personally inapected the 
colossal plant required .for the pro: 
duction of modern naval - fighting 
material. Much of this plant is 
now inactive, and the capltal in-

Berlin—Gerhardt Hauptmann’s 
long awaited .. autoblographical ro- 

nee, in two volumes, just 
published, bears the title of “Tho 
Book of Passion.” It, ig as int 
triguing -to the Geyman public, as 
was ever Geethe’s “Poetry and 
Truth.” 

Hermann Sudermann, who died 
Inst year, ‘wrote long — autobio- 
graphical passages and added to 
them entire portions of his friends’ 
lives in his two last books, each of 
which was an-independent novel 
and entirely‘ irrelevant to readers 
who had not the key to his'life. 
But Hauptmann, in his preface, 
professes to be telling the story of 
yomebody else, and for that. reason 
only the initiated will ever guess 
where the truth lieg—in the action 
itself or in the mental vision con- 
jured up by the poet afterwards.

So great has been ‘the number of 
pictures submjtted by British 
private owners to the Selection 
Committee of the Italian Art Ex- 
hibition at Burlington’ House, that 
the-committee have found it neces- 
sary, to eatablish an examination 
charge of a guinea for each pic- 
ture. The proceeds of this “tax” 
will be handed over to tho National 
Art Collections Fund. In view of 
the .enormous contribution from 
Italy, consisting of 300 paintings, 
several hundred drawings, an 
humerous objects of art, there is 
really very little chance for British 
owners to have their pictures In- 
cluded in this collection of master- 
pieces, unless they happen to' be 
examples of quite exceptional im- 
portance by the rarest of masters. 
Indeed, the British quota has been 
full for some time, and an excep- 
tion can only be made if the picture 
in question happens o fill a serious 
gap in the representation of some 
particular school.

~ PARLIAMENT OR 
PILSUDSKI? 


THE COMING FIGHT IN; 
POLAND 


“ALL-TOO-HUMAN” DICTATOR 


Warsaw.—The “coming * conflict 


‘|between the Polish Government and 


the Polish Parliament promises 
serious consequences for the 
nation: The last phase ofthe fight 
is between two personalities: 
Marshal Pilsudski, former Socialist, 
and the Parliamentary. Socialist 
leader, Daszingki.. Will there be a 
minor repatition. of the stirring 
days of May, 1926, when Pilsudaki 
rode to power, or will the conflict 
be resolved by some kind of mud- 
died compromise? Is a dictatorship 
Hkely to be established by 
Pilsudski? a 

The anawer to this question is to 
be found-somewhere in the puzzling 
personality of Marshal Pilsudski 
himself, who holds the key to the 
whole situation, He is a fanatical 
Nationalist, but he is not made of 
the stuff of dictators. He lacks the 
logical reallam of a Lenin, nor 
should he be confused with Mus- 
solini, who wears the divine right 
of dictators Iike a Roman toga. 
The arrogance and self-confidence 
of the Italian dictator is lacking in 
Pilsudaki. © 

Pilsudski is really ao warrior of 
‘soft’ heart and hard words? When 
he insults the deputies, and his 
own people, whom he once called 
“a lot of Idiots,” his words and 
manner remind one of a crusty 
commanding officer shouting at sub- 
ordinate: officers or privates. He 
regards himself as a general iff 
command of an army, and thinks 
that the Sejm should obey him. He 
fought for years’ for a freede 
which ‘he {s not prepared to git 
the freedom of Parliamentary rv. 
presentation and government by 
Parliament, 

Pilsudski's attitude is that of the 
general who loathes interfering 
bureaucrats. Although he was one 
of the first among the early fighters 
for Socfalam he has now transcend- 
ed those early aims. The freedom 
of, the whole Polish nation, whe- 
ther aristocrat, industrialist, bur- 
ger, peasant ‘or factory worker, is 
his aim now. But while Pilaudski 
wns quite clear about his aims and 
tactics, especially, the latter, in the 
days when he was engaged in fight- 
ing Czarist Russta ‘and united 
national action was possible, he is 
not quite sure of himself now that 
the enemy is to be found among’ his 
own countrymen. For. twenty 
|years he*was one of the most in- 
|timate friends of the old, white- 
haired Daszlaski, the man who now 
stands firmly opposed to him ir 
principle. 

Pilsudski has been called a 
“Hamlet” nature, a “human, all- 
too-human” figure.: In May, 1926, 
he refused to assume full personal 
power, He did not establish .a 
dictatorship os so many mon in his 
shoes would have done. Although 
anenemy of the’ Parliamentary 
system, he believed that his people 
wanted it. ‘Therefore he let the 
Sojm meet. But there [s no doubt 
that his fight againat the autocracy 
and absolutism pf Russia had made 
him somewhat suspicious of creat- 
ing a Polish Parliament to function, 
he wanted it'to work according to 
his own plans, that is, for. the 
whole good of all the -people, and 
not as a party forum. ” 

Pilaudski must haye belfeved that, 
the vision could be turned into: ac- 
tion, and . for three years he has

‘London.—The existence of x 
‘secret headquarters In London of 
wealthy opium smugglers has long 
been known to the police, and there 
has been great activity through the 
discovery in Limehouse in tho 
Enst-end of London—of an opium 
den, “Two Chinese, Man Fat and 
You Ah-hing—-who were represent- 
ed by a Chinese solicitor—were as 
a result charged with possessing 
articles for ppium smoking: and 
frequenting a house at Limehouse- 
causoway for the purpose of opium 
smoking, and were each sent to 
Prison for two months on. each 
charge, the sentences to run. con- 
currently, and they were also re- 
commended for deportation. The 
“Daily Express” gives the follow- 
{ng full story of the raid:— 

Detective Arthur Lount, of Scot- 
lind Yard, told the story of the raid. 

“At 3.30 p.m. yesterday,” he aaid, 
“with other detectives I went to the 
house at Limehouse-causeway, 
which I entered by virtue of a 
Boarch warrant. 

Door Forced 

"I entered through the outer 
doorway, and on the foot of the 
staira leading to the next floor I 
found an electric bell concealed 
under the linoleum.”

"THE CHIEF'S MEMENTOES

which “BP.” awoke the world’s 
first’ Boy Scouts on Brownsea 
Island, in 1907, and which is now 
used to arouse the scoutmasters of 
many nations In thor training 
camp at Gilwell Park, near Ching- 
ford, heralded the 21st birthday of 
the movement during the jantboree 
at Arrowe Park. This koodoo horn, 
belonging to'a species of antelope 
which ranges from South Africa to 
Abyssinia, once belonged to .a 
Matabele chief, whom Sir Robert 
Baden-Powell met when he was 
commanding a flying column in‘the 
Matabelo campaign. The horn first 
came to light on a raid when: Sir 
Robert and his column were puzzled 
by the way news of alarm spread 
among the Matabolea with great 
rapidity.

HOW OIL MAKES A ROUGH SEA 
CALM 


Tho explanation of this. Nes in 
ono of the contrasts between oll 
and water, which wo can readily 
observe for ourselves, even when 
we have a small quantity of the 
two liquids in a couple of bottles. 
If we shake the bottle of oil we 
notice how slow its movements aro, 
and how dificult it {s to make it 
splash. It is what we call a vis- 
cous Nquld. Water moves much 
more easily, and we call it a mobile 
that is, movable—liquid. Oil 
calms troubled waters because it Is 
viscous. But it is.very difficult to 
understand what it is that makes 
one liquid viscous and another 
mobile. Partly it has something to 
do with the ‘size of the molecules 
of the quid. In the case of -oll 
the molecules are very large.

The cat is in many respects the 
most interesting of all our domes- 
tic animals. It differs from almost 
all the ather ‘domestic animals in 
two respects. -(a) Its ancestors 
were not gregarious. (b) It ia 
nocturnal. 

The cow, the horse, the dog, and 
the shecp are all belonging to 
gregarious groups and go about in 
droves. This in one sense means 
that they will take to domestica- 
tion much more easily than animals 
which are solitary—in fact they 
are by their very gregariousness 
half. domesticated already. Any 
person ‘who has tried to tame birds 
will have noticed how mach more 
easy it is to tame birds of the finch, 
parrot, or starling class which go 
about in flocks, than birds like 
hawks, and engles, which ate 
solitary and carnivorous. 

Then in addition to being solitary 
and carnivorous the .cat is noc- 
turnal. We might almost say that 
it is the only. noctural animal 
which has been domesticated. 

And in fact this is one of the 
reasons why it fs realy not a 
domestic: animal: at all. True, it 
accupies the house, but it has no 
manners. Jt takes the most com- 
fortable chair in the room; it 
monopolises the best place in front 
of the fire; it steals the food off tho 
table; it gocs out at night when it 
should be watching at home; and 
it produces progeny quite regard: 
less of the _ Proprieties or the 
purity of the line of descent. 
For thia reason it can hardly be 
said to have any distinct species. 
The animal is just the domestic

at i is said that someone is always 

; ready to fill a deader’s place, when 
he is removed, but I do not know 
of anyone who can completely fill 
‘the gaps in the hearts of countless 
people who called Studdert 
“friend”, So writes one of the 
‘friends’ ‘P. T. R. Kirk’ of a man, 
famous throughout the whole 
world, as “Woodbine Willie.” He 
was born near Leads in 1883, 
educated at Leeds Grammar School 
and Trinity College Dublin, and at 
both seats of learning his achieve- 
ments and popularity gave promise 
of the -life of usefulness and self 
sacrifice to follow. A year at 
Ripon Clergy College was followed 
by his ordination in 1908, and he 
became a curate at Rugby. Mr. 
J. K. Moy ley who haa in this volume 
described the “Home Ife and Early 
Ministry” of Geoffrey Studdert- 
Kennedy haa, by means of many 
anecdotes made It clear that seldom 


has there been such a popular and{| 


fareeeing character, and although 
there ia no attempt to land the 
virtues of the subject of the book 
one cannot help feeling that the

“His life in - Worcester” the 
second part of the book written by 
W. Moore Ede is unfortunately all 
too brief hut the promise of his early 
years is maintained, and as a proof, 
if proof were needed, of the love 
the citizens of Worcester bore their 
“Great Preacher, and Prophet’ we 
read of the widespread lamentation 
caused by his Yeath in March, 1929, 
and the extraordinary scenes at Ais 
funeral at Worcester. 


+ His noblest work, however, was 
that done whilst earning his title 
of “Woodbine - Willie? with the 
troops in France, and the portion 
of the book, entitled “War Padre,” 
and written by D. F, Carey will 
imake the greatest appeal to many 
readers of his biography. This 
chapter is instructive, interesting 
and also quite amusing since Stud- 
dert Kennedy's methods with his 
soldier friends were unorthodox, 
and tHerefore lead to many quaint 
conditions. We can learn here why 
the men fighting appreciated his 
efforts, and looked upon him not 
as a “Sky Pilot” but-as a friend
